6.3 billion dollars, which is 700 
milii.n dollars less than the 
most recent forecast. The S3.80 
sav ing pei* American isn't to be 
sneezed at, but this is the kind 
of “good news" that is IO per 
cent good 
90 per cent bad. 
The first forecast on the na­ 
tional budget was a surplus cf 
1,500,000,000 during the fiscal 
year. 
Prescient 
Eisenhower 
ventured that guess in January 
(of 1961, before he suspected 
h^w far out the New Frontier 
{spending would go. 
President Kennedy, in March 
lof that same year, speculated 
that fiscal ’62 would end with 
a $2,200,000,000 deficit. 
Three more estimates finally 
[led to the 7-billion-dollar fig­ 
ure. So. who’s happy that we 
e now only 6.3 billion in the 
ole? 
That, you sh uld not forget, 
Us the second-largest red blot on 
pur fiscal record during peace- 
lime.
